THE BIRD INTER-PARLIAMENTARY CONFERENCE ON EUROPEAN 
COOPERATION AND SECURITY 


REAEFIRMING THE PRINCIPLES AND RECOMMENDATIONS CONTAINED 
IN THE EINAL ACTS OE THE 1ST AND IIND INTER-PARLIAMENTARY 
CONFERENCES ON EUROPEAN COOPERATION AND SECURITY ADOPTED 
ON JANUARY 31, 1973, IN HELSINKI AND ON FEBRUARY 6, 1975, 

IN BELGRADE, RESPECTIVELY, 

STRESSING THE GREAT POLITICAL IMPORTANCE OF THE SUCCESSFUL 
CONCLUSION OF THE CONEERENCE ON SECURITY AND COOPERATION 
IN EUROPE (EOOTNOTE: THE WORD "EUROPE" AS USED IN THIS 
TEXT IMPLIES, WHERE APPROPRIATE, THE INCLUSION OE THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND CANADA AS PARTICIPATING 
COUNTRIES) WHICH HAS INAUGURATED A NEW PHASE IN THE 
EFFORTS OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE 
DEEPENING OF THE PROCESS OF DETENTE, IMPROVING RELATIONS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BETWEEN THEM, ENSURING CONDITIONS IN WHICH THEIR PEOPLES 
CAN LIVE IN A STATE OF REAL AND LASTING PEACE, AND 
CREATING A CLIMATE OF CONFIDENCE, MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING 
AND JUSTICE, 

DETERMINED TO CONTRIBUTE TO IMPLEMENTING THE PROVISIONS 
SEEKING TO MAKE DETENTE AND RAPPROCHEMENT BOTH A CONTINU- 
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ING AND AN INCREASINGLY VIABLE AND COMPREHENSIVE PROCESS, 
UNIVERSAL IN SCOPE, AS SET DOWN IN THE EINAL ACT OE THE 
CSCE, 

NOTING THE EFEORTS UNDERTAKEN SO EAR TO IMPLEMENT ALL THE 
PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT OF THE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY 
AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE, AS WELL AS THE RESULTS OF THE 
EOLLOW-UP MEETING OE THE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY AND CO- 
OPERATION IN EUROPE HELD IN BELGRADE IN 1977/78, WHILE 
STRESSING THE NEED EOR ACTIVE PREPARATION OP THE EOLLOW- 
UP MEETING TO BE HELD IN MADRID IN 1980, 

CONSIDERING THAT THE BELGRADE MEETING ESTABLISHED A 
USEPUL BASIS EOR THE CONTINUATION OP THE PROCESS OP 
MULTILATERAL COOPERATION INITIATED BY THE CSCE AND 
STATING AT THE SAME TIME THAT IT IS VITALLY IMPORTANT 
TO CONTINUE EPPORTS TO REACH AGREEMENTS ON THE PRACTICAL 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE HELSINKI FINAL ACT, 

AWARE OF THE CLOSE LINKS EXISTING BETWEEN PEACE AND 
SECURITY IN EUROPE, THE MEDITERRANEAN AREA AND IN THE 
WORLD AS A WHOLE, 

EMPHASIZING THAT THE ESTABLISHMENT OP REAL SECURITY IN 
EUROPE IS NOT POSSIBLE WITHOUT DETENTE AND WITHOUT 
ADOPTING EPFECTIVE MEASURES TO STOP THE ARMS RACE AND 
UNCLASSIPIED 
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TO INITIATE DISARMAMENT AND, IN THE FIRST PLACE, NUCLEAR 
DISARMAMENT, 

CONVINCED THAT PARLIAMENTS HAVE AN IMPORTANT ROLE TO 
PLAY IN THE PROCESS OP STRENTHENING SECURITY AND IMPROV- 
ING COOPERATION IN EUROPE, 

1. WELCOMES THE CONSTRUCTIVE APPROACH OP ALL DELEGATIONS 
TO THE WORK OP THE BIRD EUROPEAN INTER-PARLIAMENTARY 
CONPERENCE, IN VIENNA, AND CONSIDERS THAT MAXIMUM 
PUBLICITY SHOULD BE GIVEN IN ALL THE PARTICIPATING 
COUNTRIES TO THESE CONCLUDING RESOLUTIONS, THUS MAKING 

A SIGNIPICANT CONTRIBUTION TO THE PROPAGATION OF THE 
SPIRIT OP HELSINKI; 

2. REQUESTS PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS OP THE PARTICI- 
PATING STATES OP THE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY AND COOPERA- 
TION IN EUROPE TO INTENSIFY THEIR EFEORTS TO IMPLEMENT 
PULLY, UNILATERALLY, BILATERALLY AND MULTILATERALLY ALL 
THE PROVISIONS OP THE PINAL ACT OP THE CONFERENCE ON 
SECURITY AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE; 
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3. REQUESTS THE NATIONAL GROUPS PARTICIPATING AT THIS 
CONFERENCE: 

(A) TO SUBMIT THESE CONCLUDING RESOLUTIONS TO MEMBERS OF 
THEIR PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS; 
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(B) TO TAKE ALL NECESSARY STEPS IN ORDER TO IMPLEMENT 
THE RECOMMENDATIONS CONTAINED IN THESE CONCLUDING 
RESOLUTIONS; 

(C) TO PROPOSE OR SUGGEST WITHIN THEIR RESPECTIVE 
PARLIAMENTS FURTHER MEASURES TO STIMULATE THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PROVISIONS OF THE HELSINKI 
FINAL ACT, AS WELL AS OTHER ADDITIONAL MEASURES TO 
STRENGTHEN SECURITY AND DEVELOP COOPERATION IN 
EUROPE; 

(D) TO INFORM THE INTER-PARLIAMENTARY COUNCIL OF THE 
ACTIONS TAKEN IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE ABOVE PROVISIONS. 

I. QUESTIONS RELATING TO SECURITY IN EUROPE 

THE CONFERENCE, 

REAFFIRMING ITS COMMITMENT TO PEACE, SECURITY AND JUSTICE 
AND THE CONTINUING DEVELOPMENT OF FRIENDLY RELATIONS AND 
COOPERATION, 

DEEPLY CONVINCED THAT THE NATIONS OF ALL EUROPEAN 
COUNTRIES, CANADA AND THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, AS 
WELL AS THE NATIONS OF THE WHOLE WORLD, ARE VITALLY 
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INTERESTED IN EURTHER STRENGTHENING AND DEEPENING THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PROCESS OF DETENTE IN EUROPE AND THE WORLD, 

RECOGNIZING THE IMPORTANCE OF THE 10 PRINCIPLES SET FORTH 
IN THE EINAL ACT OF THE CONEERENCE ON SECURITY AND CO- 
OPERATION IN EUROPE WHICH ARE ALL OF PRIMARY SIGNIFICANCE, 

STRESSING THE IMPORTANCE OF INTER-PARLIAMENTARY CONFEREN- 
CES ON EUROPEAN COOPERATION AND SECURITY, AND CONVINCED 
THAT, BY EXPRESSING THE ASPIRATIONS OP THE PERSONS CON- 
STITUTING THE PEOPLES THAT THEY REPRESENT, THEY CONTRI- 
BUTE TO STRENGTHENING SECURITY AND PEACE IN EUROPE, 

NOTING THE DETERMINATION OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES OF 
THE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE TO 
STRENGTHEN CONFIDENCE AMONG THEM AND THUS TO CONTRIBUTE 
TO INCREASING STABILITY AND SECURITY IN THE WORLD, 

MINDFUL OF THE COMPLEMENTARY NATURE OF THE POLITICAL AND 
MILITARY ASPECTS OF EUROPEAN SECURITY, 

DEEPLY CONCERNED AT THE PARTICULARLY SERIOUS IMPLICATIONS 
FOR PEACE, SECURITY AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE AND THE 
WHOLE WORLD ENTAILED BY THE UNPRECEDENTED MAGNITUDE OF 
THE ARMS RACE AND THE EXISTENCE ON THE EUROPEAN CONTINENT 
OF A VERY LARGE CONCENTRATION OP ARMED FORCES, OF NUCLEAR 
ARMAMENTS AND WEAPONS, 

NOTING WITH CONCERN THE LACK OF PROGRESS IN EFFORTS 
AIMED AT LESSENING MILITARY CONFRONTATION AND PROMOTING 
DISARMAMENT, 

I . CALLS ON THE STATES PARTICIPATING IN THE CSCE TO 
PROGRESS IN THE MOST COMPREHENSIVE AND CONSISTENT MANNER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IN THE APPLICATION OP THE POLLOWING TEN PRINCIPLES AS 
SET PORTH IN THE FINAL ACT OF THE CSCE, WHICH ARE POR 
THEM A VALUABLE CODE OF CONDUCT AND A BASIS FOR THE 
DEMOCRATIZATION OP THEIR MUTUAL RELATIONS AND THEIR 
RELATIONS WITH ALL OTHER STATES: 

1. SOVEREIGN EQUALITY, RESPECT POR THE RIGHTS 
INHERENT IN SOVEREIGNTY; 
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II. REFRAINING FROM THE THREAT OR USE OF FORCE; 

III. INVIOLABILITY OF FRONTIERS; 

IV. TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF STATES; 

V. PEACEFUL SETTLEMENTS OF DISPUTES; 

VI. NON-INTERVENTION IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS; 

VII. RESPECT FOR HUMAN RIGHTS AND FUNDAMENTAL FREEDOMS, 

INCLUDING THE FREEDOM OF THOUGHT, CONSCIENCE, 

RELIGION OR BELIEF; 

VIII. EQUAL RIGHTS AND SELF-DETERMINATION OF PEOPLES; 

IX. COOPERATION AMONG STATES; 

X. FULFILLMENT IN GOOD FAITH OF OBLIGATIONS UNDER 
INTERNATIONAL LAW; 
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2. WELCOMES THE DECISIONS OF THE BELGRADE MEETING TO 
CONVENE A MEETING OF EXPERTS STARTING ON OCTOBER 31, 1978, 
AT MONTREUX, WHICH WILL PURSUE THE EXAMINATION AND 
ELABORATION OF A GENERALLY ACCEPTABLE METHOD FOR THE 
PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES AIMED AT COMPLEMENTING 
EXISTING METHODS, AND APPEALS TO THE GOVERNMENTS OF ALL 
THE STATES PARTICIPATING IN THE CSCE TO CONTINUE THEIR 
EFFORTS WITH A VIEW TO ACHIEVING THE EARLIEST POSSIBLE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF THIS SYTEM OF SETTLEMENT; 
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3. CALLS ON PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS OE THE PARTICI- 
PATING STATES TO CONTINUE TO DEVEEOP GOOD NEIGHBOURLY 
RELATIONS BETWEEN THEIR COUNTRIES IN ALL FIELDS, WITH 
A VIEW TO DEEPENING MUTUAL KNOWLEDGE AND UNDERSTANDING 
AND THUS TO STRENGTHENING EUROPEAN SECURITY AND COOPERA- 
TION; 


4. CALLS ON THE PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS OF THE 
PARTICIPATING STATES TO TAKE APPROPRIATE MEASURES TO 
ENSURE THE PERSONAL SAEETY OE REPRESENTATIVES OR NATIONALS 
OE A STATE ON THE TERRITORY OE ANOTHER STATE; 

5. URGES THE PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS OE THE PARTICI- 
PATING STATES TO COOPERATE WITHIN THE ERAMEWORK OE 
INTERNATIONAL LAW IN VIEW OE COMBATING AND SUPPRESSING 
ALL ACTS OF INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM AS WELL AS TO SUPPORT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ALL ACTIONS WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
FOR THE CONCLUSION OF GENERALLY ACCEPTABLE AND EFFECTIVE 
INSTRUMENTS AGAINST INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM; 

6. CALLS UPON THE PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS OF THE 
PARTICIPATING STATES TO EXERT EFFORTS FOR THE IMPLEMENTA- 
TION OF THE CONFIDENCE-BUILDING MEASURES SET OUT IN THE 
CSCE FINAL ACT, AS WELL AS FOR ENLARGING THESE MEASURES, 
NAMELY - 

TO MAKE ADDITIONAL EFFORTS TO FURTHER DEVELOP THE PRACTICE 
OF NOTIFYING MILITARY MANOEUVRES AND TO PROVIDE FOR 
APPROPRIATE CONDITIONS FOR THE PARTICIPATION OF OBSERVERS 
AT MILITARY MENOEUVRES, TO TAKE THE NECESSARY STEPS TO 
STUDY, IN CONFORMITY WITH THE FINAL ACT, OF THE QUESTION 
OF NOTIFYING MAJOR MILITARY MOVEMENTS AND OF OTHER 
CONFIDENCE-BUILDING MEASURES AS WELL AS TO PROVIDE 
APPROPRIATE INFORMATION, ALL THESE MEASURES BEING A 
CONTRIBUTION TO FURTHER STRENGTHENING CONFIDENCE AND 
INCREASING SECURITY AND STABILITY; 

7. CALLS UPON PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS OF THE PAR- 
TICIPATING STATES, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THEIR RESPECTIVE 
COMPETENCES, TO TAKE EFFECTIVE STEPS TOWARDS HALTING THE 
ARMS RACE, TO FACILITATE THE ADOPTION OF CONCRETE 
MEASURES FOR MILITARY DISENGAGEMENT IN EUROPE, AND TO 
INTENSIFY THEIR EFFORTS AT THE REGIONAL LEVEL WITH A VIEW 
TO PROGRESSING TOWARDS DISARMAMENT UNDER INTERNATIONAL 
CONTROL; 

8. RECOMMENDS THAT IMMEDIATE STEPS TOWARDS THESE 
OBJECTIVES BE TAKEN IN EUROPE, WHERE MAJOR MILITARY 
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POTENTIALS ARE CONCENTRATED AND TO INTENSITY EEFORTS 
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AIMING AT ATTAINING SUBSTANTIAL REDUCTION OE THE NUMBER 
OE EORCES IN CENTRAL EUROPE; 

9. CALLS ON THE PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS OF THE 
PARTICIPATING STATES, TO SUGGEST WITHIN THE CONTEXT OF 
PARLIAMENTS AND ALL OTHER APPROPRIATE CONTEXTS, URGENT 
MEASURES TO PREVENT THE PRODUCTION OR DEPLOYMENT IN 
EUROPE OE ALL MEANS, OLD OR NEW, OF MASS DESTRUCTION; 

10. CALLS UPON NATIONAL GROUPS TO LEND THEIR LULL 
SUPPORT THROUGH NATIONAL PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS TO 
WORLDWIDE DISARMAMENT EORA AND, IN PARTICULAR, TO THE 
SPECIAL SESSION OE THE UNITED NATIONS GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

ON DISARMAMENT, TO BE HELD IN 1978; 

1 1 . REQUESTS PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS TO TAKE ALL 
MEASURES TO ENSURE RESPECT EOR HUMAN RIGHTS AND EUNDA- 
MENTAL EREEDOMS BY ALL STATES, WHICH CONSTITUTES ONE OF 
THE BASES EOR A PROFOUND IMPROVEMENT OF THEIR MUTUAL 
RELATIONS.

THE CONEERENCE, 

CONSIDERING THAT THE DEVELOPMENT OE COOPERATION IN THE 
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FIELD OF ECONOMICS, SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY AND OF THE 
ENVIRONMENT, PROVIDES ADVANTAGES TO ALL PARTICIPATING 
STATES AND THEIR PEOPLES, CONTRIBUTES TO STRENGTHENING 
PEACE AND SECURITY ON THE CONTINENT AND IN THE WORLD AS 
A WHOLE AND CONSTITUTES AN IMPORTANT FACTOR OF DETENTE, 

NOTING THE WILL OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES OF THE 
CONFERENCE ON SECURITY AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE TO 
INTENSIFY SUCH COOPERATION BETWEEN ONE ANOTHER, IRRESPEC- 
TIVE OF THEIR SYSTEMS, 

CONVINCED THAT THE GROWING WORLD-WIDE ECONOMIC INTER- 
DEPENDENCE CALLS FOR INCREASING NEW COMMON AND EFFECTIVE 
EFFORTS TOWARDS THE SOLUTION OF MAJOR WORLD ECONOMIC 
PROBLEMS SUCH AS FOOD, ENERGY, COMMODITIES, MONETARY 
AND FINANCIAL PROBLEMS, AND THEREFORE EMPHASIZES THE NEED 
FOR PROMOTING STABLE AND EQUITABLE INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
RELATIONS, THUS CONTRIBUTING TO THE CONTINUOUS AND 
DIVERSIFIED ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT OF ALL COUNTRIES, 

CONVINCED OF THE NEED FOR FURTHER MEASURES TO INCREASE 
COOPERATION IN THE ABOVE-MENTIONED FIELDS, 

TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE WORK ALREADY UNDERTAKEN BY 
RELEVANT INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS AND WISHING TO TAKE 
ADVANTAGE OF THE POSSIBILITIES OFFERED BY THESE ORGANIZA- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TIONS, IN PARTICULAR BY THE UNITED NATIONS ECONOMIC 
COMMISSION FOR EUROPE (ECE), TO IMPLEMENT THE PROVISIONS 
OF THE HELSINKI FINAL ACT, 

INVITES PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS: 

(A) TO INTENSIFY THEIR EFFORTS WITH A VIEW TO ENSURING 
AN ECONOMIC COOPERATION, A DYNAMIC DEVELOPMENT OF 
TRADE AND THE DIVERSIFICATION OF ITS STRUCTURE; 

(B) TO ENDEAVOUR TO ACCELERATE THE PROCESS OF REDUCTION 
OR PROGRESSIVE ELIMINATION OF ALL KINDS OF OBSTACLES, 

AND ESPECIALLY NOT CREATE ANY NEW OBSTACLES ON THE 
WAY OF ECONOMIC COOPERATION, TAKING INTO ACCOUT THE 
VARYING DEGREE OF PROGRESS ACHIEVED, AND, TO THIS 

END, TO INTENSIFY THE MULTILATERAL WORK GOING ON IN 
THIS FIELD INCLUDING THAT IN THE ECE; 

(C) TO MAKE FURTHER EFFORTS AIMED AT WIDER PARTICIPATION

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(M) TO RECOMMEND THAT ADEQUATE MEASURES SHOULD BE TAKEN

(N) TO FAVOR THE USE OF WORDINGS WHEN CONCLUDING

WOULD EURTHER THE PRACTICAL APPLICATION OP THE

(O) TO TAKE INTO ACCOUNT THE DIFPERENT LEVELS OP 
DEVELOPMENT AND THE INTEREST OP THOSE EUROPEAN

(Q) TO CONTINUE TO SUPPORT THE ECE IN ITS WORK EOR THE 
MULTILATERAL IMPLEMENTATION OP THE RELEVANT PRO- 
VISIONS OP THE PINAL ACT OP THE CONPERENCE ON 
SECURITY AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE AND TO TAKE IN 
THIS SPIRIT FURTHER INITIATIVES TO INCREASE CO- 

UNCLASSIPIED 
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OPERATION IN THE ECE; 

EXPRESSES A PAVORABLE OPINION AS TO THE HOLDING IN 1979 
OP AN INTER -PARLIAMENTARY SYMPOSIUM ON THE ENVIRONMENT 
IN EUROPE, IN COOPERATION WITH THE UN ECONOMIC COMMISSION 
EOR EUROPE AND OTHER ORGANIZATIONS AND WITH THE PARTICI-

SECTION ON QUESTIONS RELATING TO SECURITY AND COOPERATION

THE CONPERENCE, 

CONVINCED THAT THE PROCESS OP IMPROVING SECURITY SHOULD 
NOT BE LIMITED TO EUROPE BUT SHOULD BE EXTENDED TO OTHER 
PARTS OP THE WORLD, AND PARTICULARLY THE MEDITERRANEAN, 

MINDPUL OP THE IMPORTANCE OP THE GEORGRAPHICAL, CULTURAL, 
ECONOMIC AND POLITICAL LINKS OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES 
WITH THE NON-PARTICIPATING MEDITERRANEAN STATES, 

CONVINCED OF THE MUTUALLY BENEPICIAL NATURE WHICH THE 
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DEVELOPMENT OF RELATIONS BETWEEN PARTICIPATING STATES 
AND NON-PARTICIPATING MEDITERRANEAN STATES CAN HAVE FOR 
SECURITY AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE AND THE MEDITERRANEAN, 

TAKING NOTE WITH SATISEACTION OE THE PRESENCE AS OBSERVERS 
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AT THE CONPERENCE OP SEVERAL NON-PARTICIPATING MEDITER- 
RANEAN COUNTRIES AND HAVING TAKEN DUE ACCOUNT OP THEIR 
CONTRIBUTION TO ITS WORK, 

I. CALLS ON PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS:

RANEAN AS A WHOLE THROUGH THE DEVELOPMENT OP 
RELATIONS WITH THE NON-PARTICIPATING MEDITERRANEAN 
STATES, BASED ON THE TEN PRINCIPLES SET OUT IN THE 
HELSINKI PINAL ACT; 

(B) TO UNDERTAKE EPPORTS TO ELIMINATE THE SOURCES OP 
EXISTING TENSION AND CONPLICTS IN THE MEDITERRANEAN 
AND TO TRANSFORM THAT REGION INTO A ZONE OP PEACE

(D) TO PROMOTE, ALSO IN THE POLITICAL, SOCIAL AND 
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CULTURAL FIELDS, THE DEVELOPMENT AND INCREASE OF 
CONTACTS AND CONFERENCES BETWEEN THE COUNTRIES 
PARTICIPATING IN THE CSCE AND NON-PARTICIPATING 
MEDITERRANEAN COUNTRIES; 

(E) TO PROMOTE THE SECURITY AND STABILITY IN THE 
MEDITERRANEAN REGION AS A WHOLE THROUGH THE DEVELOP- 
MENT OF ECONOMIC RELATIONS BETWEEN THE COUNTRIES 
PARTICIPATING IN THE CSCE AND THE NON-PARTICIPATING 
MEDITERRANEAN STATES, BASED ON THE TEN PRINCIPLES 

SET OUT IN THE HELSINKI FINAL ACT; 

(F) TO FOSTER THE DEVELOPMENT OF COOPERATIVE RELATIONS 
IN THE ECONOMIC, TECHNOLOGICAL AND SCIENTIFIC 
FIELDS BETWEEN THE COUNTRIES PARTICIPATING IN THE 
CSCE AND THE NON-PARTICIPATING MEDITERRANEAN STATES; 

(G) TO CONTRIBUTE FULLY TO THE PREPARATIONS OF THE EXPERT 
MEETING IN VALLETTA IN 1979, AND TO PARTICIPATE IN 

THAT MEETING WHICH WILL BE CONVENED WITHIN THE 
FRAMEWORK OF THE CSCE, COORDINATING AND ESTABLISHING 
ORGANIZED EORMS OF COOPERATION IN THE MEDITERRANEAN; 

2. STRESSES THE NEED FOR THE SIGNATORY STATES WHICH HAVE 
NOT YET RATIEIED THE BARCELONA CONVENTION AND ITS 
ATTACHED PROTOCOLS TO RATIFY IT SO THAT IT MAY BE 
IMPLEMENTED RAPIDLY; 

3. RECOMMENDS TO THE INTER-PARLIAMENTARY UNION'S SUB- 
COMMITTEE FOR THE STUDY OF MEANS TO CONTROL THE POLLUTION 
OF THE MEDITERRANEAN SEA WHICH WILL MEET AT ATHENS IN 
OCTOBER TO GIVE URGENT CONSIDERATION TO ALL THE VARIOUS 
ASPECTS OF THE PROBLEM OF MEDITERRANEAN POLLUTION AND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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REQUESTS THE INTER-PARLIAMENTARY UNION TO SUPPORT ITS 
ACTION AND WORK OF THAT SUB-COMMITTEE. 

III. COOPERATION IN HUMANITARIAN AND OTHER FIELDS 

THE CONFERENCE, 

BEARING IN MIND THAT INCREASED CULTURAL AND EDUCATIONAL 
EXCHANGES, BROADER DISSEMINATION OE INEORMATION, CONTACTS 
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BETWEEN PEOPLE, AND THE SOLUTION OE HUMANITARIAN PROBLEMS, 
WITH LULL RESPECT EOR THE HELSINKI PRINCIPLES GUIDING THE 
RELATIONS BETWEEN PARTICIPATING STATES, WILL CONTRIBUTE 
TO THE STRENGTHENING OE PEACE AND UNDERSTANDING AMONG 
PEOPLES AND TO THE SPIRITUAL ENRICHMENT OE THE HUMAN 
PERSONALITY WITHOUT DISTINCTION AS TO RACE, SEX, LANGUAGE, 
RELIGION OR NATIONAL ORIGIN, 

NOTING WITH SATISEACTION THAT SOME PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE 
IN COOPERATION IN HUMANITARIAN AND OTHER FIELDS, 

CONVINCED THAT EURTHER EEEORTS ARE NEEDED TO IMPLEMENT 
EULLY THE RELEVANT PROVISIONS OP THE PINAL ACT OP THE 
CONPERENCE ON SECURITY AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE IN THE 
FIELDS OF HUMAN CONTACTS, INFORMATION, CULTURE, AND 
EDUCATION, 

STRESSING THE ROLE AND ACTIVITY, IN THESE FIELDS, OP 
PERSONS, GOVERNMENTS AND INTERNATIONAL AND REGIONAL 
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GOVERNMENTAL AND NON-GOVERNMENTAL INSTITUTIONS, PARTICUL- 
ARLY THE ACTIVITY CARRIED OUT BY UNESCO, 

CALLS EOR APPROPRIATE INITIATIVES TO BE UNDERTAKEN TO 
THIS END BY PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS OP THE PARTICIPA- 
TING STATES OF THE CONPERENCE ON SECURITY AND COOPERATION 
IN EUROPE, IN PARTICULAR: 

A. HUMAN CONTACTS 

(1) TO ENSURE THAT APPLICATIONS RELATING TO CONTACTS 
AND REGULAR MEETINGS ON THE BASIS OP PAMILY TIES, 
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REUNIFICATION OF FAMILIES AND MARRIAGE BETWEEN 
CITIZENS OF DIFFERENT STATES WILL BE RESOLVED IN 
A POSITIVE AND HUMANITARIAN SPIRIT AS EXPEDITIOUSLY 
AS POSSIBLE, AND THAT APPLICANTS AND MEMBERS OF 
THEIR FAMILITES CONTINUE TO ENJOY THE SAME RIGHTS 
CONCERNING, INTER ALIA, THEIR LEGAL, SOCIAL, AND 
PROFESSIONAL STATUS, AND BE SUBMITTED TO THE SAME 
OBLIGATIONS; 

(2) TO PROVIDE ADEQUATE INFORMATION AS TO THE PROCEDURES

(3) TO CONTINUE TO LOWER GRADUALLY THE FEES CHARGED IN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONNECTION WITH APPLICATIONS AND OFFICIAL TRAVEL 
DOCUMENTS, INCLUDING PASSPORTS, SO AS TO ENSURE 
THAT THEY ARE AT A MODERATE LEVEL; 

(4) FURTHER TO FACILITATE WIDER TRAVEL BY THEIR CITIZENS 
FOR PERSONAL AND PROFESSIONAL REASONS, THROUGH 
REDUCING REQUIREMENTS FOR TRAVEL DOCUMENTS AS WELL 
AS FOR EXIT AND ENTRY VISAS, WHERE THEY EXIST; 

(5) TO ENCOURAGE CONTACTS AMONG GOVERNMENTAL AND NON- 
GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS, AS WELL AS AMONG YOUNG 
PEOPLE AND YOUTH ORGANIZATIONS, INTER ALIA, THROUGH 
STUDY VISITS, SEMINARS, SYMPOSIA, CULTURAL AND 

OTHER MEETINGS; 

B. INFORMATION 

(1) FACILITATING FURTHER THE IMPORTATION, SALE AND 
SUBSCRIPTION OF NEWSPAPERS AND PERIODICALS BY 
MAKING FULL USE OF THE PROVISIONS CONTAINED IN THE 
FINAL ACT OF THE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY AND COOPERA- 
TION IN EUROPE; 

(2) ENCOURAGING AND FACILITATING FURTHER BILATERAL AND 
MULTILATERAL COOPERATION AMONG PRESS AGENCIES AND 
RADIO AND TELEVISION ORGANIZATIONS IN EUROPE AND ON 

A LARGER SCALE; 

(3) SIMPLIFYING FURTHER EXISTING REQUIREMENTS FOR FOREIGN 
JOURNALISTS TO ENTER AND LEAVE, AS WELL AS TO STAY 

AND TRAVEL WITHIN, A PARTICIPATING STATE, WITH THE 
TECHNICAL EQUIPMENT AND DOCUMENTATION NECESSARY FOR 
THEIR WORK; 
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(4) CONTRIBUTING TO THE EURTHER CREATION OF FAVORABLE 
CONDITIONS FOR THE WORK OF FOREIGN JOURNALISTS 
CARRIED OUT IN LINE WITH THEIR PROFESSIONAL ACTIVITY, 
INTER ALIA, ACCESS TO SOURCES; 

(5) RECOMMENDING THAT THE COMPETENT AUTHORITIES IN 
COUNTRIES WHERE FOREIGN PRESS CLUBS DO NOT YET 
EXIST CONSIDER FAVORABLY THE CREATION OF SUCH CLUBS 
IN THEIR CAPITALS; 

(6) ENCOURAGING EFFORTS TOWARDS FURTHER DISSEMINATION 
OF THE FULL TEXT OF THE FINAL ACT OF THE CONFERENCE 

ON SECURITY AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE TO THE WIDEST 
POSSIBLE PUBLIC THROUGH INFORMATION MEDIA; 

C. CULTURE 

(1) TO PROMOTE COOPERATION AND CONTACTS AMONG INSTITU- 
TIONS, ORGANIZATIONS AND PERSONS AS WELL AS FULLER 
MUTUAL ACCESS BY ALL TO THE ACHIEVEMENTS - WORK, 
EXPERIENCE, AND PERFORMING ARTS - IN THE VARIOUS 
FIELDS OF CULTURE OF THEIR COUNTRIES; 

(2) TO ENCOURAGE TRANSLATION OF WORKS PUBLISHED IN THE 
LANGUAGES OF THE OTHER PARTICIPATING STATES,
